Consumer 
income 1952 has been high, and sales 
durables were given added impetus relaxation 
credit restrictions May well the 
reduction indirect taxes the April budget. 
The hitherto declining sector house building 
also showing renewed activity. Increases 
government expenditures are concentrated mainly 
defence, and they have constituted im- 
portant demand factor relation total busi- 
ness activity. Business investment, outlined 
the last two issues the Review, has been 
planned high level for the year whole, 
much related industrial and primary- 
resource development. The volume and value 
gains exports, likewise, have provided 
outlet for expanded Canadian production.

Consumer Income and Expenditure 


Although consumer demand for durables 
turned upward only recently, incomes have been 
growing for longer period time. The prin- 
cipal component personal income labour 
income, which has shown almost uninter- 
rupted rise through 1951 and 1952. The recent 
increases retail sales have been greater 
magnitude than the increases labour income, 
for example, the second quarter this year, 
which labour income rose $37 million, 
retail sales increased about $120 million. 
Accompanying the recent high volume sales, 
particularly consumer durable goods, there 
has been expansion the amount con- 
sumer credit outstanding instalment accounts. 


The most recent increase labour income 
brought the total $889 million June, 1952, 
$13 million from May, and $68 million higher 
than June, 1951. the half-year comparisons, 
labour income 1952 was about per cent 
higher than 1951; approximately per cent 
the increase can attributed higher aver- 
age earnings, the remainder increased em- 
ployment. Although average weekly earnings fell 
off slightly July for the second consecutive 
month, aggregate payrolls, shown the 
index Table continued rise. This was 
result the increase industrial employ- 
ment, the index for which went 184.5 
July from 182.5 June. may noticed that 
1952 employment did not move upward 
quickly from the seasonal dip the beginning 
the year. June was the first month which 
noticeable increase occurred, whereas 
the upturn began April. result, the June 
and July indexes this year were only slightly 
above those last year. The mid-August survey 
the civilian labour force indicated gain over 
mid-August 1951, 76,000, bring the labour 
force 5,419,000. The paid workers the

Income farmers also constitutes im- 
portant part total personal income. Farm cash 
income from the sale farm products the 
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first half 1952 amounted $1,227 million, 
decline $25 million per cent from the 
first half 1951. Cash receipts from the sale 
livestock fell per cent (from $501 
million $409 million) result lower 
marketings cattle and calves and substan- 
tial decline the general level livestock 
prices. This is, course, largely reflection 
the United States embargo imports 
Canadian cattle which was imposed following 
the outbreak foot and mouth disease 
Saskatchewan last February. addition, grain 
equalisation and adjustment payments from the 
Canadian Wheat Board were lower $119 
million for the first half 1952. the other 
hand, heavy marketings last year’s Western 
grain crop, much which had remained the 
fields throughout the winter, resulted large 
increase cash receipts from this source. This 
increase largely offset the declines noted above, 
that balance only moderate drop total 
farm cash income occurred.

Inventories and Production 


Book values inventories held 
facturers were reduced estimated $120 
million between December, 1951, and July 
this year, reach $3,466 million; this was 
mainly reflection the decline the stocks 
the consumer-goods industries, which dropped 
per cent between December and July.

$221.5 million June, 1951, book value re- 
duction per cent. 


The industrial production index, 210.8 
July, was down from June; this reduction the 
normal result vacations and summer short- 
time.

The total index production for 
the first seven months 1952 (using the pre- 
liminary July figure) was down about 1.6 per 
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cent from the corresponding 1951 period. The 
decline the first quarter wos 2.8 per cent, 
that the other four months only 0.7 per cent. 
The manufacturing component the industrial 
production index was per cent lower the 
first half 1952 than the same period last 
year, and was largely responsible for the lower 
total index industrial production. However, 
interesting note that within the manufac- 
turing component the combined aggregate 
selected defence-supporting industries has been 
over per cent higher average through 
the first six months 1952 than the same 
period last year. These increases, however, 
were not sufficient offset declines the non- 
defence sector. During the second quarter, the 
index manufactures was only per cent below 
the level the same period last year, compared 
with decline per cent the first quarter 
comparison. July, this index, for the first 
time this year, exceeded the level the corre- 
sponding month 1951. This recovery manu- 
facturing output was largely the result in- 
creased production several consumer goods 
industries which had experienced difficulties 
during the last half 1951 and the early part 
this year. 


External Trade 


important stimulus Canadian produc- 
tion has been the strong demand for exports. 


Although total domestic exports for July, 1952, 
$371 million were down very slightly from 


the $374 million July, 1951, there was 


small increase volume over year ago. The 
total value exports for the first seven months 
the year, $2,461 million was higher than 
that the corresponding months last year, 
when was $2,115 million. Exports common- 
wealth countries July were down total, but 
those India and Pakistan rose considerably 
within this total. Exports were higher this year, 
the July-July comparison, Latin America, 
Europe (not including the United Kingdom) and 
some parts Africa and the Middle East. They 
were lower the United States and the United 
Kingdom. For the first seven months 1952 the 
value exports the United Kingdom was 
higher per cent than the corresponding 
part 1951; the United States, the decline 
was less than per cent. Wheat, was the largest 
value-earner. Import values were down July, 
compared with July year ago. However, 
price declines have been considerable, with the 
result that the volume imports was per 
cent higher the July-July comparison. 


August domestic exports were valued the 
preliminary estimate $345 million, down near- 
million from August, 1951. The preliminary 
August import figure was $304 million compared 
with $357 million the same month last year.
